The board Tuesday night interviewed 
Richard Bennett, a private consultant 
from Scituate, and Kenneth Mahoney, the 
city manager of Passaic, N.J. 

The two men were the only two of five 
candidates who wanted to be interviewed 
after a court order forced the selectmen to 
release the candidates’ names. 

Three candidates decided to withdraw 
from the competition rather than have 
their names published. Another candidate 
had declined to be interviewed even before 
the case went to court, when he was told 
his name might be publicized. 

Selectmen Chairman Norma Gammon 
could not be reached for comment 
Wednesday. Selectman Donn Byrne said 
that ‘‘the town manager search is still 
underway -»no conclusion has been 
reached.” 

The selectmen intend to negotiate with 
Bennett and Mahoney, he added; Byrne 
would not say if the selectmen plan to 
advertise for more candidates. 

“If you talked to any member of the 
board, the comment would be, ‘No com- 
ment,’ ’’ Byrne indicated. 

Selectmen Edward M. Harris said that 
the board had interviewed the two appli- 
cants and that negotiations would contin- 
ue. Harris said a decision may be reached 
sometime next week. He indicated that 
the discussion of salary was a prime con- 
sideration at the moment. 

Bennett is the co-owner of a consulting 
firm, Centurian Group Limited, which 
works with cities and towns as well as 
private businesses. A former city man- 
ager of Springfield, Ohio, he has also 
worked as assistant city manager of 
Wyoming, Mich., and in other municipal 
positions in Michigan and Ohio. 

Bennett holds a master’s degree in pub- 
lic administration from the University of 
Michigan, and a bachelor’s degree in polit- 
ical science from Alma College. 

Mahoney has been city manager of Pas- 
saic (population: 50,000), for four years. 
His previous position was as vice presi- 
dent of marketing and public affairs for a 
private consuiting firm, RBA, in Wayne, 
N.J., where he had worked as a city ad- 
ministrator. 

A graduate of the University of Wiscon- 
sin, where he earned a bachelor’s degree 
in political science, Mahoney has worked 
toward a graduate degree in political eco- 
nomics at George Washington University 
and Marquette University. He has also 
served with the Foreign Service. 

Town Counsel Alfred Daniels released 
the names of the two candidates in a letter 
to the local media last Saturday, under the 
court order.

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New School Drug, 
Alcohol Policy Offers 
Some Alternatives

A new school policy on student alcohol 
and drug use could take the emphasis off 
expulsion from school and place it on 
counseling — but the School Committee 
wants to make sure the policy still ‘‘puts 
the fear of God”’ into students 

The existing policy prescribes automat- 
ic exclusion or expulsion from school for 
students found possessing, using, selling 
or passing drugs in school. 

Under a revised policy proposed to the 
schoolmen Tuesday night, the administra- 
tion would have several alternatives to 
exclusion or expulsion. 

Offending students would be immedi- 
ately suspended, then screened by a cour? 
seling team to reveal any underlying 
problems. 

Based on the counselors’ findings, a 
student could return to the classroom, 
return to the classroom under probation; 
return under probation with counseling; or 
be required to attend an academic pro- 
gram during after-school hours, with 
counseling. 

Exclusion and expulsion would be the 
final alternatives 

Because alcohol ‘‘seems to be the drug 
of choice in Andover,”’ it would be treated 
the same way as drug use under the new 
policy, Assistant Superintendent Charles 
Mitsakos told the board. 

On the proposed policy’s first pass this 
week, the committeemen said they agreed 
with treating drug and alcohol abuse alike, 
and with the concept of offering alterna- 
tives to expulsion. 

But they had reservations about ‘‘loos- 
ening up”’ the policy. 

“IT know we've been told we've been a 
little too tough on some cases,” John Eat- 
on said, ‘‘but we have put the fear of God 
into these kids. Now, if we loosen it up, I 
just don’t want to see that go.” 

Chairman Joseph Finn said he shared 
that concern. ‘‘An awful lot of good is 
served by the fact that we’ve taken severe 
action,”’ he said. ‘‘Expulsion must be 
something that is anticipated by the stu- 
dent — we want them to know that expul-

sion is a real possibility 

Committeeman Richard Neal said he 
would not like to see drug and alcohol 
abuse treated as ‘‘just another discipli- 
nary problem. It’s good to have alterna- 
tives, but I don’t want to see the thing get 
weakened.”’ 

And Michael Giammusso added, ‘‘I 
agree the options are good, but I still think 
we have to maintain control. Consistency, 
accountability and control are impor- 
tant.” 

Donald Robb was not present. 

Mitsakos replied that expulsion would 
still be an alternative — the last alterna 
tive, if each of the less severe measures 
before it failed. But he added that ‘‘putting 
the fear of God into them hasn’t worked.” 

The revised policy, developed by second- 
ary. school administrators and reviewed 
by the assistant principals and the Special 
Needs program advisor, aims for ‘‘a ma- 
jor attack on the problem’ by getting the 
schools and the community involved ‘‘in 
what's behind this 

‘‘We want to avoid putting a band-aid on 
the problem,”’ he explained 

Finn, who said the drug and alcohol 
abuse issues were ‘‘of paramount signifi- 
cance in the town,’ asked that three

The surge of growth Salem has seen in recent years 
seems to be going strong, with a population of 25,000 in 
1980 and a projected population of 47,000 by 2000. The 
town is now in need of a new sewage treatment plant; 
Salem officials propose building sewer lines through 
Methuen and Lawrence to tie into the Greater Law- 
rence sanitary district, a less expensive alternative 

North Andover’s selectmen have discussed Salem’s 
proposal, but Lawrence and Methuen officials have yet 
to take it up, the director said. 

During this fiscal year, Andover will spend $384,897 
for its membership in the sanitary district. 

The district could pick up Salem without exceeding 
the treatment plant’s capacity, McQuade indicated 
The plant was designed to handle 48 million gallons of 
sewage per day, and it now averages 28 million gallons 
per day, he said, so there is ‘‘some leeway built in.”

Addison Pays Tribute

He Found You Don’t Sit In A 


Gallery 


He had little training in and no ‘‘burning passion” 
for art when, in 1968, he and a partner opened the 
Andover Gallery of Fine Art at 91 North Main St., 
Andover’s first community art gallery. 

Gallery owner Howard Yezerski, a wiry man with a 
large mustache and an intense, energetic presence, 
remembers his conception of what running an art 
gallery would be like. 

‘‘T thought you'd sit there all day and read art books. 
When somebody comes in and buys a painting, you 
carry it out to the car for them — then you go back to 
reading art books. I didn’t know what you do all day in 
a gallery,’’ he says with a shrug. 

Still, Yezerski ‘‘went into it determined,” he says, 
sitting in his small office on the third floor of the 
gallery. “I liked this right from the beginning, and I 
wanted to make it work. I was determined to see that 
we made it.” 

Thirteen years later, the Andover Gallery has indeed 
made it. 

And as testimony, the Addison Gallery of American 
Art at Phillips Academy will honor the local gallery 
this month and next by exhibiting works by some 70 
artists that have been shown at the Andover Gallery, 
including paintings, drawings, prints, photographs and 
sculpture. 

The Addison exhibit will open tomorrow and will run 
through Dec. 13; gallery hours are 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
Tuesday though Saturday, and 2:30 to 5 p.m. Sunday. 
An opening reception will be held 7 to 9 p.m. tomorrow 
night. 

Yererski’s gallery has contributed to the Greater 
Lawrence-Merrimack Valley art community by exhib- 
iting, and selling, the work of local artists, ‘‘and that’s 
important,’ Nikki Thiras of the Addison Gallery ex- 
plains. ‘‘We have bought several works from the gal- 
lery for our permanent collection.”’ 

“Right fror& the very beginning, we attempted to 
show work that we considered to be very serious 
work,”’ Yezerski says. ‘‘The idea of a serious suburban 
gallery was a fairly new concept in 1968. You had to go 
to Boston or New Yofk to see serious art then.’’ 

The Andover Gallery was born when artist David 
Sullivan got tired of working as a waiter in a Route | 
restaurant. Looking for a way to make a living some- 
how related to art, he suggested opening a gallery to a 
friend — Yezerski. 

Yezerski had graduated from the University of New 
Hampshire and served three years in the Army, in- 
cluding a tour of Italy. He was working in a Boston 
liquor store and was ‘‘not happy with what I was 
doing’ when Sullivan offered his idea. 

The two friends opened the Andover Gallery in April 
of 1968. Andover was chosen because there were no 
other galleries in the area; because it was, with 
Phillips Academy and Merrimack College, an academ- 
ic community; and because ‘‘even then it had a very 
good reputation as a place to live,’’ Yezerski explains. 

(Yezerski, who was born in Buenos Aires, Argenti- 
na, and grew up in Nashua, N.H., lives in town with his 
wife, Katherine; their two sons, Jonathan, 13, and 
Joshua, 11; and his father, Sam.) 

‘We were lucky — certain things just fell into 
place,’ he recalls. Two ‘‘key’’ pieces of luck: promi- 
nent businessman C. Lincoln Giles had just renovated 
one of his properties, 91 North Main, and most of the 
space was still available for rent. And Giles had also 
bought out a frame business, which soon became a 
profitable arm of the new gallery. 

‘We hadn’t considered the framing end of it,”’ 
Yezerski says of the busy shop, located on the first 
floor of the gallery. ‘‘But it’s very likely that without 
the frame shop, we never would have made it this 
long."’ The frame shop is staffed by Katherine 
Yezerski, Mary Carlisle and Dale Hunt 

During its earliest years, the gallery concentrated 
on landscapes, drawing most of its exhibitors from the 
Rockport area, he says. ‘‘We went around trying to 
enlist people, trying to convince them we were se- 
rious ,.and.we were pretty successful,’ Yezerski says

“We were able to attract some pretty substantial 
people.’ 

After three or four years, the gallery saw the first of 
a series of changes in its direction. Sullivan gave up his 
partnership in 1971; final decisions on what to show 
were then left to Yezerski, and the gallery began to 
reflect ‘‘what I’m interested in, changes in my attitude 
and the way I look at things.”’ 

The first change, in 1972-1973, was from landscapes 
to “‘a more emotional kind of picture — pictures of 
people, works that were more subjective, more narra- 
tive — more personal.”’ 

And during the last four or five years, the gallery has 
shown work that ‘changed again, to something less 
personal, a more conceptual approach that is often 
more difficult. People find more difficulty with this — 
but it’s just the way things went.”’ 

He shows art that he feels has ‘‘quality’’ and is 
“interesting,” but perhaps above al! Yezerski likes 
“things that are provocative. I like to evoke some kind 
of reaction — even if it’s negative. 

‘We've had some pretty strong shows in the past 
three or four years, and sometimes the reaction has 
been, “Take us off your mailing list, this isn’t the kind 
of thing we’re interested in.’ But that’s not bad,’’ he 
adds, smiling. ‘‘It means we're hitting something.’’ 

How does a man who ‘‘took a few art courses in 
college, and visited the galleries~and museums in 
Italy, but I didn’t know what I was looking at’’ — who 
admits he opened his gallery without a ‘‘burning pas- 
sion” for art — decide what is good art and what is 
not? j 

“I don’t have an academic background in the arts. I 
don’t have a degree. But what I do have is thirteen 
years of experience, of looking at thousands of pic- 
tures over the years,’’ he says firmly. ‘‘You have to 
train your eyes to look at things — it’s like exercising 
to develop strong muscles.”’ 

Yezerski doesn’t mind if he loses some customers by 
choosing difficult works. ‘‘There’s a certain kind of 
work that just sits there — it’s pleasant to look at but it 
doesn't evoke anything,” he explains. ‘‘And as you 
move away from that, you're going to lose that audi- 
ence that doesn’t want to be stirred up, doesn’t want to 
be challenged.”’ 

But he does not want visitors to feel ‘‘defensive’’ as 
they wander through his gallery 

‘One of the hang-ups I've tried to get away from is 
that people tend to be somewhat defensive looking at 


art,’’ he says. “‘If it’s an area where they feel they’re 
not sure of themselves, they tend to be a little afraid of 
it, to be put off by it. I try not to foster any kind of 
elitist image.” ‘ 

And he rebels against the ‘misconception about who 
can afford to buy art that I’ve found in this business.”’ 
Would-be customers often tell him they cannot afford 
to buy a $200 or $300 painting, while they would not 
hesitate to ‘‘spend $1,000 on draperies that might fade 
in three or four years. A 

“It’s not that they can’t afford it,’’ Yezerski says. 
“It’s just that it isn’t high on their list of priorities. It’s 
still difficult to get that message across.”’ 

Yezerski and Jane Harold, the gallery’s assistant 
director, put together about six major shows a year, 
two or three in the fall and four in the spring, he says. 
The shows usually run for three weeks, accompanied 
by suitable fanfare: mailed announcements (often in 
full color), press releases and opening night recep- 
tions 

Most major shows are booked a year in advance, to 
give the painter or sculptor time to build a collection 
of new work to unveil at the exhibit. ‘‘The idea is to 
show work that’s never been seen before,’’ Yezerski 
explains. ‘‘It's a coming-out kind of thing.”’ 

The ‘‘strength and success” of an individual artist 
and the gallery are closely bound, he adds: the gallery 
“builds up a following for an artist’’, while the artist 
draws people ‘waiting to see the artist’s new body of 
work” into the gallery again and again. 

“Yezerski sees himself as “the bridge’ between 


eartist and viewer. “The artist is trying to commu- 


nicate something, and I’m trying to link it up with the 
viewer so that there’s some understanding there.”’ 

When that understanding is reached, he enjoys his 
most rewarding moments. ‘‘If I do make that contact, 
if somebody comes in and really responds to a work, 
then that’s a good feeling,’’ he says. ““Then I’ve been 
successful in connecting what the artist has to say and 
what the viewer appreciates.”’ 

So Yezerski has found himself, not reading art books 
and carrying paintings out to cars all day, but in ‘‘the 
communications business. A lot of my day is tied up 
with details, with correspondence and a lof of talking. 

“The people I deal with are really terrific, both the 
artists and the people who come into the gallery,”’ he 
adds. ‘‘But besides that, I like being involved in art,

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Schools Face $2M In Budget Cuts 


With budget-making time on the horizon 
and Proposition 2% still in effect, what’s 
ahead for Andover’s schools? Up to $2 
million in budget cuts that could prove 
‘‘devastating,’’ School Committee Chair- 
man Joseph Finn said Tuesday night 

Then he turned to Representative Ger- 
ald Cohen, chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Taxation, and asked for some 
help in dealing with the second year of 242. 

During a joint meeting with the select- 
men, Finance Committee and acting town 
manager last week, the school committee 
learned that it will probably need another 
$700,000 next year just to maintain current 
staffing levels. But the school side of the 
budget will probably be reduced by $1.5 to 
$2 million, Finn said. 

‘We are extremely concerned about the 
effect on the schools,’ he told Cohen. 

There is no chance the tax-cutting law 
Massachusetts voted into effect a year ago 
will be repealed, Cohen responded, and 
changes in the law this year will be slight. 

Cities and towns might as well forget 
about receiving more local aid next fiscal 
year, he added: with the federal govern- 
ment cutting its aid to the state, local aid 
is likely to be level funded. 

But local officials can look to two pen- 
ding pieces of legislation for some hope, 
the state rep indicated. 

The House has passed a home-rule 
inspired bill, House 7153, that would allow 
communities to add new growth to their 
tax levy base. That bill is still awaiting 
approval by the Senate and the governor, 
but Cohen said he is ‘’confident’”’ it will be 
approved

state that the interests of the student body 
as a whole will take precedence over 
‘what may be in the best interests of an 
individual student.’ If it would be best for 
a Student to return to the classroom, he 
explained, but that would not be in the 
interest of the majority of students in the 
school, the student should not return. 

And he asked that the alternative of 
expulsion be named in the policy — not 
just in the administration’s guidelines for 
action — and that the superintendent re- 
port the findings of the counseling team to 
the school committee for a recommenda- 
tion for further action. 

The next step toward adopting the new 
policy: A Steering Committee made up of 
school staffers, students and community 
representatives will work on developing a 
‘comprehensive substance abuse’ pro- 
gram for the school and community. 

With the help of ‘‘outside funding,”’ the 
program would try to offer long-term solt- 
tions to the abuse problem and deal with 
its causes, Mitsakos explained. 

The target date for school committee 
approval of the program and the new poli- 
cy is Jan. 19; the schools would start 
introducing the program March 1.

Included in that home-rule bill is a pro- 
vision that would let communities over- 
ride 2%, increasing the levy limit by 
another two and one-half percent. Andover 
would then be able to increase its levy 
limit by five percent, plus a percentage of 
the increased revenue due to industrial 
and residential growth 

Cohen’s House version of the override 
calls for a town meeting majority vote in 
favor of the override concept, then a local 
referendum question with a minimum 30 
percent voter turnout required. 

The Senate is ‘‘leaning toward’ a more 
lenient override provision that would call 
for only a two-thirds majority vote of town 
meeting, and would place no limits on the 
percentage of the levy increase. 

‘That would leave no incentive for tax 
reform,’’ Cohen told the schoolmen. ‘‘We 
would just be putting off the crisis for 
another year, and I don’t think we should 
allow that to happen.’ 

Tax reform is the aim of Cohen’s House 
Bill 7070, the second bit of hope he offered 
to the board.

Board Approves Reilly’s 
Plans For Bradlee 


Selectmen got their first glimpse of plans to reno- 
vate Ballardvale’s Bradlee School into multi-family 
residential units Monday night, ard liked what they 
saw. 

The board voted to approve the plans as well as a 
purchase and sale agreement with Francis P. Reilly 
for the town-owned building, pending town counsel’s 
approval 

Town meeting authorized the sale to Reilly last 
spring, stipulating that the selectmen must approve 
his plans to insure that the exterior of the old school 
building would not be altered. 

The historic schoolhouse, which has been sitting 
empty and decaying in the ’Vale for more than twenty 
years, will be transformed into 10 units, Reilly said: 
three one-bedroom units in the basement, three two- 
bedroom units on both the second and third floors, and 
one large unit in the attic. 

The basement units will be suitable for the elderly 
and handicapped, he explained, because they will be 
entered directly through a covered carport, with no 

*stairs. A basement elevator will also be accessible 
without climbing stairs, he added. 

The attic unit will feature skylights, and units on the 
top floors will be designed to take advantage of an 
appealing view, Reilly said. 

The landscaped grounds will include two parking 
spaces for _ unit, and room to add more parking in 
the future if necessary.

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Commuter Parking Haven 


Andover has become a haven for com- 
muter parkers from all over Greater Law- 
rence, the police chief said Monday night, 
to the vexation of shoppers and residents 
who have to fight for parking spaces in 
town. 

‘We have become the commuter park- 
ing area for the Greater Lawrence area 
and even for commuters from out of 
state,’’ Chief James F. Johnson told the 
selectmen. The town’s municipal lot near 
Olde Andover Village is especially popular 
with North Andover residents who com- 
mute to Boston on Trombly buses, he said 

Last week the selectmen assured eight 
commuters they would be able to park in a 
small municipal lot in Shawsheen Square 
after the commuters complained that they 
had been ticketed for parking on North 
Main Street 

That promise has ‘‘created a turmoil,”’ 
Johnsen told the board: Merchants, em- 
ployees of local businesses and residents 
have all called the Police Department to 
ask why those commuters should have 
free all-day parking, when parking is at a 
premium in town. ‘The Center Merchants 
are very concerned,’ he added. 

Some of the commuters who complained 
last week are not Andover residents, the 
chief noted. The commuters’ cars, parked 
on a short stretch of North Main, were 
tagged ‘‘inadvertently,’’ he said, due to a 
misunderstanding within the department. 
Cars have never been ticketed in that 
area, although parking is limited to two 
hours on other parts of North Main. 

The two-hour on-street parking insti- 
tuted two years ago aloog with time limits 
in the Main Street municipal lot have not 
deterred commuters from parking all day, 
the chief said. Many accept the cost of a 
parking ticket as a reasonable price for 
all-day parking, he explained. 

And Andover Companies employees 
should not be blamed for lining the streets 
in Shawsheen, as was suggested last week, 
the chief added: the cars parked there all 
day belong to ‘‘a mixture’’ of the insur- 
ance company employees and bus com- 
muters, he said. 

The problem could be eased if Trombly 
would arrange for commuter parking at 
the Shetland Properties in Shawsheen, 
Johnson suggested, and pick up North 
Andover commuters there. 

Larger solutions should come from the 
town’s Traffic Committee, he said, recom- 
mending that the problem of competition 
for parking spaces be turned over to that 
committee. The selectmen unanimously 
agreed 

Moving down North Main to the con- 
gested Shawsheen Plaza area, Johnson 
cautioned the selectmen not to count on 
off-duty police to direct traffic there. 

Last week, Selectman Jerry Silverman 
reported that an officer would direct traf- 
fic there during the afternoon rush hour on 
Thursdays and Fridays, while construc- 
tion is underway at the shopping center. 

Expecting off-duty officers to accept 
that detail regularly is ‘‘unrealistic,’’ the 
chief said; he explained that no one could 
be found to take the detail last Friday. 

The town could end up sending an on- 
duty officer there, Johnson said, and he 
woyld be against that 

stead. Johnson sajd he favored rede-

traffic island to make one enlarged en- 
trance and exit — and adding traffic 
lights. 

The entire area needs to be redesigned 
because there are too many exits onto the 
street from other businesses near the pla- 
za, he added.

‘have been working quite hard’’ on that 
problem. 

In the meantime, Captain Lloyd Belbin 
told the selectmen, street lighting in front 
of the plaza will be improved, to make the 
area safer for traffic officers to work in.

Thomas Bird, Rollins’ vice president of 
systems development, said construction 
will probably take ten months, adding that 
the company ‘‘expects no problems”’ with 
wiring the town. Rollins’ construction now 
underway in Dracut is ahead of schedule, 
Bird noted. 

Nancy Mulvey, representing the town’s 
Cable Advisory Committee, said the com- 
mittee unanimously voted to recommend 
that the selectmen approve the provisional 
license, after reviewing the proposed li- 
cense. 

Still unresolved is the question of where 
the cable tower will be located; when that 
question is answered, Rollins will return 
to the selectmen for the final license-sign- 
ing, Andover Atty. Richard Asoian said. 

North Reading selectmen Monday night 
voted to join Andover and Dracut by giv

ing Rollins its cable franchise as well. The 
company proposes to bring all three com- 
munities a 52-channel system offering ma- 
jor satellite services, extensive local 
programming, and security, fire alert and 
medical alert systems 

Rollins now operates the largest cable 
system in two eastern states, Connecticut 
and Delaware, and is building two large 
systems in Rhode Island. In addition to 
Andover and its two neighbors, the compa- 
ny has been awarded licenses in five other 
Massachusetts communities in recent 
months — Plainville, Swansea, Somerset 
Franklin and Norton 

The original three-member cable advi- 
sory committee (recently expanded to five 
members) recommended Rollins to the 
selectmen one year ago. But the runner- 
up, Continental Cablevision of Lawrence, 
contested that recommendation by ques- 
tioning Rollins’ financial statements 

The long and heated battle for Andover’s 
cable franchise continued for months, un- 
til consultant Malarkey Taylor and Asso- 
ciates of Washington, D.C. supported 
Rollins’ proposal 

The concern now, as Selectman Jerry 
Silverman put it Monday night: ‘‘Get that 
cable up.”

It is interesting that some safety measures have been 
taken on North Main Street, even if they are only 
temporary. 

A police officer has been stationed in front of the 
Shawsheen Plaza to ease traffic problems there on 
Thursday and Friday. Cruisers have been observed 
enforcing speed laws and traffic regulations in general 
on a more frequent basis in recent weeks. Selectmen 
have been informed of the need for more lighting at the 
special crossing for Frye Circle. In general, there is 
more than just passing attention being given to a very 
busy thoroughfare and that is as it should be. 

Hopefully the effort will not be just a temporary one, 
but rather a continued effort to provide safety for both 
vehicular and pedestrian traffic all along the route from 
Shawsheen Square to Elm Square. 

The stationing of a police officer in front of the plaza 
is only for the period until construction of the additional 
stores is completed in the mercantile area. 

It is suggested that if the plaza owners are sufficient- 
ly concerned about safety at this particular period, then 
that same feeling should be manifested after the addi- 
tional establishments are in operation and continue the 
police service. 

It has been reported that it is difficult to maintain the 
continued service because police feel it is a significant- 
ly dangerous area in which to attempt to regulate and 
control traffic. 

Since the assignment is under the classification of 
extra duty, it is difficult to comprehend why the police 
officers refuse to accept. They are trained in such 
traffic control and should be able to handle the difficult 
assignment as well as the routine assisting of utility 
companies in protecting construction sites on little 
country lanes virtually untrafficked during the day, or 
maintaining decorum at a country club dance 

The Andover officers, by the way, are to be com- 
mended for actually pursuing the work of being on the 
street and handling their assignment, unlike those simi- 
larly employed at other shopping malls in the area 
where the officer generally is seated in his car watching 
the passing traffic play Dodge’m on the highway and at 
the entrance to the mall. 

Indeed it would be an act of goodwill on the part of the 
plaza owners to seriously consider the continued em- 
ployment of a traffic officer as a sincere effort toward 
providing safe passage for both those utilizing the shop- 
ping area as well as those passing by. 

As for the light at the crossing to Frye Circle, it would 
seem a logical idea to place a floodlight-type spot in the 
area, which certainly is avaidable and could possibly be 
put on a timer in order to avoid the necessity of its 
illumination all night. 

It might also be helpful to check on the timing of the 
stop lights which are pedestrian actuated. 

It is reasonable to assume, and no doubt the elderly 
would agree, that one’s ability to dash across the street 
wanes with age, and that the occupants of Frye Circle 
need just a few seconds more, which, no doubt could be 
accomplished by adjusting the timing device on the 
stop-light mechanism. 

Rambunctious motorists may be a little irritated at 
waiting a few seconds longer, but it seems infinitely 
more important to get our senior citizens across the 
street safely. 

These are but a few suggestions for improving and 
controlling the traffic conditions on North Main Street 
They would not seem to be costly to the town or parties 
involved to implement, but they would provide some 
necessary safety measures. 

Since the selectmen have been apprised of the matter, 
it is to be hoped that they will express sufficient interest 


to. warrant continued attention, to JNorth Main Street.

Tribute To Ed Romeo 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

The board of the Andover ABC (A Better Chance) 
program wishes to recognize the services of the late 
Edward Romeo as a valued colleague and significant 
contributor of his time and energy to ABC in a variety 
of ways expressive of his thoughtful concern for our 
students. The efforts on behalf of ABC exemplified his 
devotion to community affairs. 

It was typical of Ed that the first ABC students, still 
unfamiliar with Andover and strange to the commu- 
nity itself, should attract his interest. At first it was 
offers of rides to school. Then Ed, who had had a 
career as restaurant owner and caterer, was asked to 
provide ABC House with a cook. It was then that he 
slipped into his most visible role with ABC students by 
offering his own services in meal preparation. It was 
not merely that making dinners was a productive 
mode of relaxation after his work as food administra- 
tor for the Manchester ( Mass.) school system, but that 
it became a means of sharing himself with the teen- 
agers who used the house kitchen as an informal 
meeting place for serious and casual conversation 

In time the students came to know Ed as one who 
patiently listened to their comments and questions on 
varied topics both personal and wider in scope. Tke 
kitchen was the cozy area where anything from a few 
friendly words to a full-fledged debate could go on 
after their return from school and its activities. For 
new students, especially, it was reassuring to have a 
friend with whom they could talk. At certain moments 
the kitchen was turned into an impromptu language 
laboratory for Ed, who had been trained in languages 
at Middlebury College, carried on conversations in 
Spanish and french to encourage conversational skills 
in language-learners. And a radio might provide them 
with snatches of classical music, which he thoroughly 
enjoyed 

Over the years of the 70s, as resident directors went 
through their terms of service and departed, Ed and 
the cook, Peg Maguire, provided continuity in the ABC 
House, and returning graduates headed into the kitch- 
en for the reassurance of warm familiar faces and 
shared memories. Even during the illness which 
clouded the last year or more of his life, Ed visited the 
house,when he could and received visits from former 
ABC-students. He wanted to enjoy life as fully as 
posible. It was characteristic that only this summer, 
faced with debilitating treatment, he offered himself 
once mé6re to advise an ABC graduate on changing her 
college program. This action manifested his continu- 
ing direct relationship with the young men and women 
of Andover ABC 

At another level, the food-service operations were 
materially improved by his advice and his contacts in 
the restaurant industry. He obtained new equipment 
economically, suggested improvements in kitchen de- 
sign, made plans for renovation at the former Bartlet 
Street residence, and directed ABC to inexpensive 
food sources and meal programs. For an organization 
running on a restricted budget, the expertise of Ed 
Romeo was most welcome 

Ed served in the mid-70s on ABC’s board of direc- 
tors. His direct and often probing comments insured

WASHINGTON -- We have 
been reporting for months 
that the Pentagon is experi- 
menting with psychic 
warfare.

But the projects are so 
bizarre that another possi- 
bility for secrecy suggests 
itself: sheer embarrassment. 

The Navy, for example, 
paid 34 psychics $400 a 
month each to try to read 
the minds of Soviet subma- 
rine commanders under the 
seven seas.

Members of this elite unit 
will be trained to meditate 
while marching, communi- 
cate with each other by ESP 
and to combat the enemy 
with the ‘force of love.”

Quick Strike

Many local merchants have been slowed 
and are now doing a slow burn over long 
standing problems with mail delivery in 
Andover, Selectman Susan Poore said 
Monday night 

Making existing problems even more 
difficult to live with, the selectman said, is 
a new federal regulation describing the 
way mail must be addressed to post office . 
box-holders. 

Unless the box number appears on the 
line directly above the city and state, the 
letter will be returned to its sender, Poore 
explained — even if the local postal work- 
er knows where the business is. 

‘Many irate box-holders have called 
me,”’ she told the board, adding that most 
box-holders are business people who ma\ 
face long waits for payments and orders 
under the new system* 

What’s more, Poore added, ‘‘the contin- 
ued decline in the timing on mail carrying 
is getting worse.’’
